three crotches, each crotch set three 
fsot deep.

Next I set ordinary sla-fOol 
tenoe posts on sides four feet apart, 
two feet deep, leaving sidss «C seep 
tour feet hlgh. plsaty high saoogh for 
aides of any ooop. Then I spiked poles

laid poles in those center erotchea, 
then laid poles from post plate to
